1. The meeting held by the leaders of the Communist Parties in Poland, as a 
result of which the Office of Information (Cominform) was established, does 
not have the importance that has generally been attributed to it. An effort 
is being made to coordinate the work of the Communists of Europe, but ina 
new form and with new methods. In fact, the Communist International, although 
formally abolished in 1943, has continued to exist in a hidden form, and 
orders have continually been piven to the Communist Farties of the world from 
the Marx-Engels Institute of Moscow. Moscow aims to bring pressure upon the 
rest of Lurope and to threaten the capitalist countries with the resurrection 
of the Communist International, 


22 Although the headquarters of the Office of Information will ostensibly be in 
Belgrade, the general headquarters will still be Moscow. 


3. The Communists of Finland, né@& represented, will receive instructions directly 
from Leningrad. 


4. The fundamental objectives of Cominform will be: 


a. To fight the Marshall Plan by sabotaging all the countries that accept 
it, especially France, Italy, Belgiun, and Austria, in order to prove 
to the people that the problems of Europe cannot be solved from America, 
and that Russia's help must be sought. 


b. To carry on espionage work in the officiel centers of France, Italy, 
Austria, Belgium, Holland, Norway, England, and Sweden, 


c. To struggle against the Church with propaganda. stressing the fascisn 
of the Church and its alliance with American imperialisn. 


d. To support the Jewish petitions for liberty for Falestine, without directly 
inciting the Arab states, , ; 


@» To sabotage politically the governments of France and Italy to the point 
of causing their downfall. , 
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f£. To control in the comtries of Western Europe the.municipalities and 
important official positions in the Ministries. of Foreign Affairs and 
ational Defense. 


f- To support completely the polley of the USSR in the United Kationa. 


h. To carry on the work of conversion among the rural population, aspecially 
in Italy and France, the two key countries for the future. 


France will handle propaganda in connection with the Spanish Communist Party. 

Orders will bo sent ‘to America throuwh the French Communist Party, directly 

by Jacques Duclos, who will be in charve of the conduct and ideolovy of the - 

parties of this continent. Buenos Aires and Javana will be the two key spots 

of Latin America. Mexico will not be considered because of the poor financial © : 
condition of the liexican Communist Party. : 


It is hoped that the Tenth National Congress of the Mexican Communist Party 

may bring about a coordination of the future activities of che Party. From 

the results of the Conpress it will be decided wether Hexico will extend 

her influence over the northern part of Latin America. For the present, the 

Mexican Communist Party will have directive influence over Gentril America, 

but under the suvervision of the Socialist Farty of Cuba, which will alco supers i 
vise the countries of the Caribbean, Venezuela, Colombia, the Guianas, and C 
Ecuador. ;
